Read this item from the Mt. Vernon, 
Illinois, Register News: 

“In St. Louis this week, milk became so scarce 
that deliveries were made only to familiés in 
which there were children, by some of the 
dairy companies. The trucks could not come 
with the milk and other food supplies, but 
the raiircads can still hit the ball in the pinch 
and the trains came rolling in with the food 
for the people. With their own crews, the 
railroads cleared their own right-of-ways and 
the trains moved even during the worst of 
the storm, with half frozen railroad men in 
the cabs and in the cabooses.”

“milk” under the heading “All Othér Trans- 
portation.”

$120,245.24 Spent 
By Prison Board 


The annual audit of the state prison 
commission, released Tuesday by State 
Auditor Tom Wisdom, showed expend- 
itures of $120,245.24 in 1929 and a 
balance of $12,333.28 at the close of 
the year. 


Mr. Wisdom found that the average 
number. of prisoners at the state farm 
was 668, including 323 men at .the 
main camp, 55 in the tubercular camp 
and 290 women. 


Expenditures at the farm included 
$25,774 for salaries, $35,700 for com- 
missary yy $7,637 for farm 
supplies, $7,932 for miscellaneous op- 
erating expenses, and $8,246 for farm 
expenses. Total expenditures at the 
farm were $85,368. 


FIVE PERSONS KILLED

in various parts of France yesterday.
